This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Group I: A method and system for processing payment requests and transmitting payment 

instructions to a merchant, as defined in claims 56-58 and 60-62 and defined in class 705, 

subclass 64. 

Group II: A method and system for receiving a set of payment requests and processing at 
least one of: identifying a payee; determining a remittance center; and altering an account 
number, as defined in claims 59 and 64 as defined in class 709, subclass 238. 

Group III: A system for transmitting payment requests and processing at least one of: 
merchant identification; account ranging; and account scheming, as defined in claims 63 and 65, 
as defined in class 707, subclass 104.1. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
